A Good Fire Company Needs 
More Than Modern Apparatus 



There will be dancing; in I he 
streets next Saturday afternoon 
and evening (.June 26) and the 
bands will he playing. Food and 
drink will be there aplenty, with 
everybody welcome, and as close 
a thing to a firemen's fair as one 
could look for in less than a ten- 
acre field. 

The occasion will he what is 
•ailed "housing the engine," but 
this lime it's a hook-and-larlder. 
of a kind and dimension that are 
altogether different from the old 
type which everybody used to 
know so well. In the Memorial 
Day parade the new equipment 
rolled along as proud and pom- 
pous as might he expected in a 
piece of unique apparatus that 
cost more than $20,000. It stirred 
great interest and noi the leas! 
thing to be noticed was the old 
order had surely passed and no 
longer would there be a hundred! 
or more children perched in every 
conceivable place, as was the case 
when the old machine was put on 
parade for each of the previous 
25 years. 

Easy enough is it to recall when 
those who are now prim and 
proper matrons thello, Janet used 
to ride the old hook-anri-ladder on 
every holiday occasion and thP 
wonder was that the vast bulk of 
them did not overturn the machine 
or how it, happened that the boys 
and girls themselves did not fall 
off in huddled heaps of spindly 
legs. "Packed like sardines" would, 
he the handy expression to describe ;P alrs 
it, but the Narherth kins had 
something on the sardines when it 
came to clever compression and 
that's a fact. 

No, there can never be anything 
like that on this handsome and| 



regulate each feature of the oper- 
ation, hut. the boast is that the 
machine can he completely mas- 
tered in an hour's instructions, 
which precludes the need of high- 
ly expert handling. 

Narberth is indeed ace-high in 
its (ire department, and the Bor- 
ough now enjoys the lowest pos- 
sible insurance for any section 
where shingle houses continue to 
exist. Those who live here in homes 
of modern all-brick or stone con- 
struction suffer a slight penalty 
because of the number of shingle 
houses which are here, but even 
at that the rales on the shingle 
houses and the houses of slower- 
burning build are low enough to 
warrant general satisfaction.

It is also good to observe the 
smart planning which has the 
local fire company in such excel- 
lent ship-shape. Whoever con- 
ceived the idea surely knows his 
onions. 

Each year Council appropriates 
S15.000 for tire purposes. The Nar- 
berth Fire Company carries on 
from there. They must save « 
substantial, specified sum each 
year towards new equipment. They 
must pay the water- company $40 
per year- for each of the numer- 
ous fire hydrants which abound 
in the town. They must pay the 
wages of the men who are on the 
job all day and night to answer the 
lire calls. They must pay every- 
thing—amortization and interest 
on the real estate mortgage; re- 
tires, gas and oil, for Coun- 
cil gives once a year and only 
once. Sometimes it happens that 
the official allotment falls short ol 
what is needed and when that 
occurs the company taps it own

Says Change Would Be 
Inimical to Welfare of 
Borough Residents 

Narberth Borough Council, on 
recommendation of its building 
committee, Monday night refused 
a petition to downgrade the zoning 
of Montgomery Ave., between lona 
and Narberth Aves. The petition 
asked for a change from residen- 
tial to cdmmei'cial classification. 

The huilding committee, in a re- 
port read by Sterling M. Chain, 
chairman, recommended that the 
petition he turned down for three 
reasons which had been determined 
after holding a public hearing May 
14. The reasons were: 

1. No necessity for additional 
business on Montgomery Ave., or 
elsewhere in the Borough, was 
shown by the petitioners. 

2. No actual hardship was shown 
to exist because of the present zon-j 
ing classification, j 

3. A change in the classification: 
would be detrimental to the entire 
spirit of the zoning ordinance and 
inimical to the general welfare ,>! 
the Borough residents. 

Henry P. Carr, chairman of the 
Council Finance committee, who 
lives at 415 N. Narberth Ave., near 
the area in question, took no part 
in either the discussions at tin- 
hearing or the voting Monday 
night. 

The property includes an R-.'l 
section on Montgomery Ave., be- 
tween N. Narberth Ave. and Price 
Ave., and an R-4 section betwee". 
Price and lona Aves. The area is 
directly across from commercial es- 
tablishments, including shops, gas-

In 
fact, Chief Nulty says, if a drape 
Is needed, for the benefit of 
females who are reluctant to ap- 
pear publicly en dishabille, that 
ran readily be part of the stand- 
ard set-up. Al further states that 
tbis same solicitude does not exist 
for men. 

The ladder can be made to stop 
Bt any height, exactly at the place 
where it is wanted, and it is as 
firm as bed-rock when instantly 
set foV action.

Yes, there is something fine and 
grand in the wholesome spirit of 
the volunteer- fireman, and it is 
well to be bestirred o' nights when 
the siren shrieks, for even when 
we stay warm in our own beds we 
can share, by reflection, in their 
unselfish enterprise and be glad 
that we have such capable and 
well-disposed men to hefriend us 
when peril or menace comes.

The merchants, well aware from Hieir own businesses 
that prices had hiked, were reported as agreeing on a uniform sub- 
sciption of $5, instead or the $3 which was Ihe case in previous years. 

When Chair-man Howard was asked whether- the advertising 
project on Independence Day under the auspices of a Philadelphia 
paper would have any influence on the size of the Narberth crowd, 
his answer- was that the local show had nothing in common with 
what would occur in Philadelphia. 

In Narherth, he pointed out, Ihe people assemble in comfortable 
circumstances, among their own friends and neighbors, and the dis- 
plays are in the immediate vision of every individual spectator-. In 
Philadelphia one would have to walk miles to gel near Ihe show, as 
■ all cutomobile it ml lie will be banned, and great personal incon- 
venience' is inevitable. The alternative is that one must be content 
I Io see the liroworks from alar, whiih is a totally different diversion 
from that which is afforded by Narberth's attractive facilities. 

According Io Howard, there is no information thai a single 
Narberth resident journeyed to Fairmount Park for his pyrotechnics, 
but that, on the contrary, hundreds of Phiia<ie;phians continued their 
annual custom of visiting the Borough on Ihe night of t lie Fourth of 
July to see what is often described as the best fireworks show- 
Pennsylvania or New Jersey. '
